Nicotine sulphate 
used as a spray or dust Is effect­ 
ive for the young bugs, but not 
the adults. Pyrodde dust Is the 
beet thing to shoot at adults. 
Hand picking is best for small 
home gardens. The nicotine spray 
is made by mixing lft teaspoon- 
fuls nicotine sulfate, with 1 square 
Inch of soap dSmohred in 1 gallon 
of water. Dost Is made by mixing 
2 tablespoons nicotine sulphate 
with 1 quart hydrated lime. The 
spray i salso effective for aphids 
or plant lice if the poison ac­ 
tually gets on their bodies.
